LONDON (AP) - Field Mar- 


shal Lord 
Montgomery ac- 


claimed Gen. Douglas MacAr- 
thur as the greatest American 
soldier of World War II. 


But the British wartime com- 


mander said President Harry 
S. Truman was right to fire 
MacArthur in Korea. 


Montgomery was reviewing 


MacArthur's 
autobiography, 


published here under the title 
"Reminiscences," for the Sun- 
day Times. 


"I always considered him the 


greatest soldier produced by the 
United States in the second 


World War and I am confirmed 
in that impression after reading 
this book," Montgomery said. 


Complete Master 


"It gives one the picture of a 


soldier who was a complete 
master of his profession, who 
always knew exactly what he 
wanted to do and then did it." 


Montgomery's only criticism 


of MacArthur was of his actions 
in Korea, where the general 
public disagreed with Wash- 
ington's refusal to let him at- 
tack Communist China. 


"In my view," said Montgom- 


ery, "MacArthur was wrong in 


his thinking: furthmwrt I coo- 
rider bt went beyond hit func- 
tions 11 • commander in chief 
in the field to argue the toss 
with his political and military 
superiors in Washington. 


"President Truman relieved 


him of all his commands in the 
Far East — and in my opinion 
he had no option. 


"The simple lesson remains 


for all service chiefs: The high- 
er direction of war'must remain 
in political hands." 


Of MacArthur's postwar re- 


fusal to permit Soviet forces 
any part in the occupation of 
Japan, Montgomery said: 


"I have always believed that 


it was due to MacArthur that 
Japan did not turn over to com- 
munism."

Phonoaraph records or tape 
recordings of these programs 
could be readily made and 
supplied to all public as well as 
private schools to be played in 
certain rooms over loudspeakers 
during a free period each day or 
at least once a week. Those 
students who didn't care to 
listen would not have to do so. 


It could hardly be 
argued 


persuasively that this would be 
a violation of the first amend- 
ment to the constitution, since 
the "Voice of America" 
is 


already spending government 
funds to disseminate religious 
doctrines all over the world. If 
the government itself can selecl 
programs on religious subjects 
and pay for broadcasting them 
overseas, the individual educa- 
tional institutions of this country 
would be well within their rights 
in asking for a similar service j 
from their government.

Russia and Communism 


There has been a lot of speculation but 


thus far no conclusions in the United States 
officially as to the direction the new rulers 
of the Soviet Union are likely to take. In 
truth it is not even clear who the rulers 
sre; after Stalin's death, it was some 
months before Khrushchev emerged ai the 
major architect of Russian domestic and 
foreign policy. But his sudden drop from 
power indicated that the plot to depose 
him had strength unrecognized not only 
abroad but in the Soviet Union. 


Most Americans are likely to lay the 


blame for all the Russian intransigence in 
world affairs, the broken treaties, war 
atrocities, political concentration 
camps 


and apparent goal of world domination on 
Communist influence and control. But 
Bertram Wolfe, author of a long book 
about Lenin, Trotsky and Stalin, Three 
Who Made A Revolution, shows how impor- 
tant knowledge of Russian history before 
the Bolshevik revolution is to enable us to 
understand events since. 


Wolfe points to the schizophrenic na- 


ture of Russian aims and actions between 
Asia and Europe. "This Westernized-Slavo- 
phile controversy" represented "a deep 
split in the Russian psyche, a crisis in reli- 
gion, culture, politics, feeling and thought 
that has lasted three centuries and has not 
ended yet. It brought about the schism 
between the Old Believers and the State 
.Church; the cleavage between nobility and 
'. people, between bureaucracy and people, 
• ~ between intelligentsia 
and pe6pl6. and, 


[finally, inside the intelligentsia itself." In 
'-the Twentieth Century, the division was 
•-not only of the various groups that advo- 


cated one or another form of revolt against 
the Tsar; but among the Westernized Marx- 
ists "and even within the soul of Stalinism 
will appear the same schizoid inner war." 


• Wolfe points to the changes in Stalin's atti- 
tude toward the West and indicates that 
this was more than merely a political ex- 
pediency. 


In today's Russia, there still may b6 this 


split as to whether to lean toward the West 
Or toward Asia. Mongolia is reportedly 
split as well it might between Red China 
ard Moscow. But there were signs that 
Khrushchev, in his denouncing of Stalin 
for a variety of crimes; in his visits to the 
United States; in his more tolerant view of 
the ideas of Communist leaders in non- 
Communist European nations; in his ob- 
vious encouragement Of some capitalistic 
ideas and in his willingness to discuss a 
detente with the West, may have been 
turning the face of Russia once more to- 
ward Europe. Was bis downfall then a sign 
that the pendulum would swing in the 
other direction? It is not yet clear. The 
new spokesmen did invite Chou En Lai to 
Moscow but the conciliatory efforts were 
either not strong or sincere enough to 
mend the breach immediately. The Krem- 
lin has politely turned down President 
Johnson'*, invitation to the leaders to visit 
the United States but it was not done any 
more insultingly than usual. The general 
quiet tone, however, may be only the gath- 
ering of strength or a sign of backstairs 
struggles for power. 


Wolfe also discusses the mammoth cen- 


tralized state that is Russia with its lack of 
concern for the individual and its immense 
impersonal bureaucracy. "What the Bol- 
sheviks really took over in 1917, even be- 
fore they had nationalized a single industry 
On their own, was the largest state eco- 
nomic machine in the world." The govern- 
ments Of the Tsars owned tremendous 
amounts of property. "About one-third of 
the pre-war tsarist budget was appropriated 
for government-operated industries and 
construction, another fourth, approximate- 
ly, for army and navy." In 1890, 60 per 
cent of the railroads were government 
owned. 


Although government ownership it net 


unique either to communism or Russia, 
there was a psychological element Wolfe 
sees in that of Russia that disappeared in 
Western nations long ago and never existed 
in the United States. The Tsar represented 
Father to the peasants who refused to join 
any of the many 19th Century rebellions 
plotted by minor nobles, landowners, stu- 
dents and intelligentsia. The Church as 
well as the government proclaimed the 
obedience and devotion due to the Tsar 
and the absolute nature Of his power. 
Families were held culpable for the acts of 
any of their members. "Terror and torture, 
physical violence, arbitrary, capricious and 
unrestrained, have been a regular feature 
of much of normal, peaceful, benevolently 
patriarchal life in old Russia and part of 
the unconscience heritage of the new." 


Much of Europe went through similar 


phases—after all the nobles not the peas- 
ants forced the signing of the Magna Carta 
and the French Revolution exploded only 
when the peasants at long last joined the 
revolt against the power of the throne— 
and America was settled to escape such 
attitudes. But holding the children respon- 
sible for the sins of the father has long 
since died out in the West. And even with 
the size of Washington's bureaucracy and 
the Laborites in control in England, few 
regard our states as All. 


Wolfe also points out that the Russian 


people have for generations been tied to 
certain areas of land or occupations. "Prior 
to World War I, only two countries re- 
quired passports for foreigners, Turkey 
and Russia. Now, as all lands move toward 
leviathan statism, documents and passports 
multiply. But today, as in the past, the in- 
ternal passport, occupational fixity, pro- 
hibition of the free movement of the indi- 
vidual from factory to farm, distinguish 
Russia from other countries still . . . how 
much of this is socialism or Stalinism, and 
how much the heritage of the Russian 
past?" 


It appears that communism, as devel- 


oped by Lenin and the other Soviet leaders, 
peculiarly fitted the embtional and tradi- 
tfonal needs of the Russian people. It 
should be noted that no nation with a tradi- 
tion of democracy and individual liberty 
has yet really been threatened with com- 
munism either by the force of arms or 
through the ballot box. The nations which 
have been inveigled into Communist re- 
gimes are those which have some Slavic 
heritage of their own. the newly emerged 
old tyrannies or a few like Cuba which 
have shown an inability for representative 
government even with plenty of oppor- 
tunities. 


Observers hai-e often pointed^ouT%If 


" the strength of communism lies 'in the 


adulation of its followers who are really 
worshippers. The Russians have been able 
to use the Communist State as a replace- 
ment for the Tsar, the authoritarian 
church. So have leaders in Asian and Afri- 
can countries to Some extent It should be 
impossible for a nation used to freedom 16 
adopt such a system Or bow down to it for 
long even if defeated in battle. 


But the aspect is not necessarily encour- 


aging. On the one hand it indicates that 
the Russian people are unlikely to change 
their government into something more 
closely resembling the kind we Consider 
essential to freedom and justice. Such 
generalities are dangerous to make. Many 
authors "proved" that the Germans would 
never govern themselves as they are doing 
now. Japan had no heritage whatsoever 
for the type of government it now has. But 
the old regimes in both cases were smashed 
from without. And if the Germans and 
Japanese and perhaps the Russians could 
be changed so that they would understand 
and enjoy and use representative govern- 
ment designed to protect the liberties and 
rights of individuals, presumably it followi 
that the reverse could be true.
